JESSIE BUCKNER: 


THE WOMAN WHO COULD NOT BE 
WAKED UP EASILY. 


Her Denial oflthe Assertions Made by Mre. Phil 
Them pson—Insinuations Against Her Character 
Me: end Denied—Some Family Hietory 
and Scandal Given Oat to the World. 


Harropssere, Ky., June 5.—The probabil. 
ity ofa suit for damages by Mrs. Walter Da- 
vis against the Thompsons has only served to 
increase the excitement in Harrodsburg, 
which has been all along at fever heat. Miss 
Jessie Buckner is living quietly and retired 
at the residence of Mr. Phil Thompson, Sr. 
To-~iay she consented to converse with the 
newspapaper men regarding the (series of 
unhappy events, beginning at the St. Clair 
hotel in Cincinnati last November and end- 
ing in the murder of Walter Davis by Con- 
gressman Thompson. The house is pleasant- 
ly situated on the principal street, not far 


from the entrance of the town, 
and is conspicuous for the beautiful foliage 
surrounding it, intermingled with 


flowers, including a perfeet bower of roses, 
unfolded in ali the beauty and glory of early 
June. Itis generally understood that Miss 
Buckner is at present very reluctant about 
receiving visitors, and it was with some mis- 
mving that the reporter made known his er- 
rand tothe house. Miss Buckner appeared 
in ashort time. She looked somewhat pale, 
though still very prepossessing, and stated 
that she was suffering from ill health. The 
reporter explained the nature of his visit. 


“Oh, dear!’ was the exclamation; ‘‘must I 
submit to another persecution in the form of 
a newspaper interview? Don’t you think 
that almost everything has been said that can 
have any possible bearing on this unfortu- 
nate, this cruel, affair?’ 

The reporter mildly suggested that she had 
made no statement concerning herself since 
the last published utterance of Mrs, Phil 
Thompson, in what appeared to be a mutual 
sympathetic family gathering. 

“That was an interesting assembly, wasn’t 
it? Well, take aseat, and I'll begin by telling 
you candidly that I am heartily sick of the 
whole business, and this is positively the last 
time I will ever subject myself to this ordeal 
for pubiication. {tn the alleged interviews 
which most of the reporters have written the 
statements have been so garbled and tortured 
to my injury that, for the most part, they can 
only come under the head of fabrications 
from bezinningto end. Some of them con- 
tain base falsehoods that I never dreamed of 
uttering, and have the appearance to me of 
having been concocted for my grief and an- 
noyance, until I have come to look on 
them as only part of the instruments of my 


“Mrs. Thompson claims that she never 
made but one statement to a reporter, and 
that was on May 3v.”’ 

“T have positive knowledge that she sought 
an interview with a representative of the 
Courier-Journal, in which she had her own 
way of presenting matters. This occurred 
on the Ist of May, 1883, and in order to give 
complete satisfaction on the subject, we may 
as well compare the dates,”’ 

Miss Buckner here withdrew, and in a few 
minutes returned with an immense pile of 
newspaper clippings. ‘*These,’’ she observed, 
with a quiet laugh, ‘‘l intend to place in an 
album,to remind mein coming years of what 
the worid Once thought of me. _ In this inter- 
view of Mavi you will perceivethat she states 
that she remained at the theatre until the per- 
formance was ever before returning to the St. 
Ciair hote), and left Mr. Davis in the hali, On 
the 50th of May, in the second interview, she 
asserts that, feeling sick, she left the theatre 
at 9o’clock and went back to the hotel. The 
statement that I made on the witness stand 
concerning her condition, champagne bottles 
under her cloak, and everything else, was 
true, asi swore upon the witness stand, and 
it was almost as much through indignation at 
the implied insult to me as a feeling, of duty 
thatcaused me to inform her husband. He 
had frequently been admonished concerning 
the habit, and that last action rendered it 
insufferable. Tomy mind, there could be 
only one object in view in degrading her to 
that state, ‘and that is an unmentionable 
one.”’ 

The idea has gained credence that you had 
made a threat of separating man and wile in 
consequence of a slight you had received on 
s0me occasion.” 

‘I have heard that also repeatedly, and can 
only say that a more absurd theory never was 
presented. I believe that I am accounted a 
woman of good sense at least, and if I were 
malicious endOUugh to desire such a separation 
of Mr. Thompson and his wife, which could 
have been of no earthly benefit to me, would 
itnot be more reasonable to suppose™that I 
would have first attempted .to influence her 
as the easiest and most certain way to accom- 
plish it; and as for being snubbed by them— 
ifthat ever occurred I never knewit. It is 
about on a par with the statement that 
Mrs. Thompson was afraid to speak, for fear 
old Phil Thompson would cutoff her support, 
which is another assertion that deserves con- 
tempt. Mr. Thompson, perhaps, may have 
advised her not to talk too much, but he is 
not the kind of a man to threaten a woman 
in that ungenerous manner. No matter what 
her guilt may be she has never received any- 
thing but kindness from the family.” 

“It is also believed, Miss Buckner, that it 
Was through the political influence and 
money of Mr. Davis that Mr. Thompson got 
into Congress?’’ 

“Yes, and there’s another story that I 

would like to see corrected for the sake of all 
parties concerned. Idon’t want to injure 
any one and I never did, but it is a mistake 
to suppose that the Davis family is a weaithy 
one. When the father died his property was 
distributed and the heirs received probably 
about $18,000 apiece, and that is no great 
amount of wealth in Kentucky, as every 
one knows; and as for influence, Mr. 
Phil Thompson, Sr., bas more of that 
qomihcation in one day than ail the 
‘Vavis family in a year. That is an- 
other piece of nonesense—the notion of their 
immense wealth, Now, Mrs. Governor Rob- 
inson, of Georgetown, who is supposed. by 
some people to be rolling in riches, has noth- 
ing but the old homestead and a small income 
which she ekes out by taking student board- 
ers. And even that portion is. the cause of 
considerable annoyance to the old lady, for 
the children are even now trying to take it 
from her. However, she isa good Christian 
Woman, and one that I always had great affec- 
Hon and respect for.’’ 

“Mrs. Walter Davis was a relative of Mrs. 

bompson, I believe?’’ 

“A great many people believe so, I suppose, 
&3 she always gave out the supposition that 
he was her cousin, but he was no bi 
relation. Her name was Miss Mary Garnet 
and nothing of kin to the Davis family.” 

“What were the true domestic relations 


¥ between Mr. and Mrs. Thompson? That also 


has received much comment.” 

“l never saw in mv. life a more deyoted 
husband than he. He ]2‘t herall the house- 
hoid furniture, and furoished means for her 
Support; and not satisfied with this, did 
te! hao. thata man could do for her two 
brothers, whom he sent to Carifornia at his 

, OWn expense; and atthe same time he sup- 
ried her mother, with whom she is now 
4iving. Furthermore, he expects to support 


them both as long as he lives. 
think that after that ‘family gathering’ 
the other day the mean 
should have said that Phil Thompson sbould 
have influenced Mrs. Thompson for fear of 
withdrawing his support from her! Such 
falsehoods in print make me furious, And 
another point déserves notice, and you may 
putitdown. After Mr. and Mrs, Thompson 
returned from Washington she gave out ev- 
erywhere that they were living together on 
the most amicable terms, and we ali believed 
it for awhile. How people change their 
minds in this world!” 

A casual allusion was here made to Miss 
Buckner’s own marriage, of which she spoke 
tenderiy, and with much emotion. 

‘Tt was an ill-assorted match,’’ she said. ‘I 
was only 16 and he about 21—neither of usold 
enough to know our own loinds. The union 
was unhappy, for he was dissipated fromthe 
beginning, and spent my inheritance as well 
his own. Parting from my child caused me 
an anguish that almost ruined my health for 
life, and I know how I wason the verge of in- 
sanity. and that sacred subject has been raked 
up, and with cruel and venomous per inacity 
flung from one end of the country to the other. 
Oh! you reporters! what sins you will have to 
answer for!’’ 

The specimen before her meekly bowed his 
head. 

‘*‘Why don’t you make a public statement, 
as Mrs. Thompson has done?’ he ventured 
to inquire, 

“I make a statement—write a card? To 
judge by the manner in which the news- 
ae in this portion of the country at least, 

ave vilified and traduced me, it is only fair 
to peers that any defense I could write 
would not receive any more consideration 
than an advertisement. I presume it would 
be inserted if liberally paid for and not oth- 
erwise.’’ 

“You seem to place much stress on the 
manner in which the press has treated you?’ 

“And why shonld I not? Look at these,’ 
she continued, reverting to the newspaper 
clippings which she held in her lap. ‘‘You 
have seen the elegant portrait of myself that 
has favored the public, I suppose. Now isn’t 
that atrocious?’’ and here the lady displayed 
a hideous wood-cut clipped from a daily 
paper. It was a villainous outrage and mis- 
representation, and the reporter was quick to 
acknowledge that her indignation was just. 
“But I have a recompense,’’ she added, ‘‘for 
I have some staunch friends left. Ihave re 

ceived hundreds of letters of sympathy and 
encouragement from some of the best peo- 
ple of the country, which I most sin- 
cerely cherish. They are a great solace to me, 
I assure you. Many of them are from gen- 
tlemen of learning and distinction. I confess 
candidly that I have lost all confidence in the 
friendship of women; they are too often petty, 
mean, and insincere. It probably arises from 
envy or jealousy, but I have found out to 
my sorrow that it is generally to be discover- 
edamong women. Men sympathizein mis- 
fortune, and oh how steadfast they are to 
each other, as was manifested at the trial! 
But one woman does not love another 
woman like myseif—one who has - never 
made many confidantesin my own sex. If 
you happen to bow to a strang« lady through 
politeness in the hotel elevator, she imme- 
diately expects you to take her into your con- 
fidence and relate the whole history of your 
life from your childhood days. And even 
here I have few friends among the women,and 
I don’t desire any. They are among my chief 
persecutors, and I avoid their sneers and im- 
becile sarcasms on all occasions by. minding 
my own business,’’ 
‘You were educated here, Miss Buckner?” 
‘No; I was educated at the convent at Na- 
zareth, inthis state. Ispent six years in 
seclusion there, and was a Roman Catholic 
when I was married, but became an Episco- 
palian, of which church my husband’s family 
were members. I love the grand old church 
and hope to return to it. I love its solemn 
ritual, its sacred music, its glorious promises, 
and there, indeed, isan unfailing solace for 
every persecuted and unhappy mortal.”’ 

‘You received sympathy during the trial?” 

‘From the men, yes, but not much from 
my own sex. I think the verdict was a just 
one; and lam convinced, from the best of 
authority, that the jury would have rendered 
the same verdict even had my testimony not 
been given. Of this I have been assured. by 
the jurorsthemselves, and all intelligent men 
render their indorsement. As for the mean, 
contemptible gossip that is surging round, I 
do not let it troubleme any more. Iama 
great student, and with my music and books 
and congenial occupations my time is en- 
tirely occupied. I trust this matter will 
now be allowed to rest and be forgotten, orat 
least that such a boon will not be denied me. 
I have had my share of abuse; hounded by 
merciless and unscrupulous reporters whe 
distort the simplest action into acrime; be- 
ing made subject of ribald jests, maligned, 
hounded, and villified. What good can result 
from such wrong and persecution ? If you are 
going to say anytbing about this, pray do me 
justice for once, and I will endeavor to look 
with more leniency on reporters in the fu- 
ture.” 
Miss Buckner possesses a sweet-toned voice 
and speaks fluently and with a cultured 
southern accent. In manner, she is graceful 
and charming, and at the same time is occa- 
sionally an earnest and energetic speaker. 
She is a remarkably handsome lady, not look- 
ing asold asshe saysshe is—25. She was 
neatly dressedin crushed strawberry color, 
now so fashianable, with a few lady-like or- 
naments. She very gracefuily and quietly 
bade the reporter good day, saying she hoped 
now that all interviewing for ner nad ended,

THE HOG CHOLERA, 


Anvouneed—Pleure*Pueumeonia also 


Diminishing. 

Wasuinoron, June 5,—It is said by the offi- 
cers of the department of agriculture that hog 
cholera bas been practicaily exterminated. 
Unsuccessful attempts have been made for 
weeks. past to secure virus from infected 
hogs for experimental purposes, Another 
yost-mortem examination ofa cow which died 
in the District of Columbia has been made by 
the scientists of the agricultural bureau, 
-The verdict is that .it is a_ well- 
defined case of pleuro-pneumonia, but 
that it was an original case, not one acquired 
by contagion. The doctors say the number 
of cases so far discovered ip this section of the 
country have been 80 few that they have 
grave doubts of any of them having been the 
result of contagion. They say there is no oc- 
casion for alarm, that there is less disease 
among the cattle now than at many times in 
the past, but that careful co-operation is 
needed to prevent serious consequences,

|  FISHER’S FLIGHT. 


A DESPERADO TAKEN OUT AND 
LYNCHED, 


The Violent Shricks of the Imprisoned Wretch While 
the Lynchers Were Forcing an Eatrana— 
He'‘Begs for Bome One to Pray-Drawa . 
up on the Bope—His Last Appeal. 


Hermann, Mo., June 5.—Shortly after mid- 
night Whitney, the murderer of young 
Burchard, was lynched. The mob numbered 
about two hundred. They surrounded the 
jail, guards being stationed with drawn re- 
volvers to keep back the curious crowd at- 
tracted by the noise madein beating in the 
doors of the jail. The jailer refused to sur- 
render the keys and axes were brought. 
Whitney knew the purpose of the assault 
and crouched upon the floor of his cell pray- 
ing fervently, his voice being audible outside. 
The jailer was compelled to lead the way to 
Whitney’s cell, which was quickly forced 
open. A’ long rope, brought by the 
mob, was put around his waist. Half 


fainting, the doomed man fell on his knees, 
when once in the open air and asked leave to 
pray again. This was granted,but as he con- 
tinued too long he was jerked to his feet and 
dragged through the town inte the dense 
woods that cover the bluffs, Adozen of the 
lynching party warning the populace not to 
follow and intimidating it by adisplay of re- 
volvers. It wasexpected that the court would 
hold a special session to try the accused, but 
when it was announced yesterday that the 


trial would go over to the fall term, 
the indignation was general and 
threats of lynching were made. 


The mob was quite orderly in its behavior. 
No masks were worn and many of the lynch- 


ers were recognized. 
HIS LIFE TAKEN. 


When the woods were reached the prisoner 
was banded over to a dozen masked men. He 
said his real name was Fisher, not Whitney ; 
that his parents lived in Virginia. He did 
not know whetker he had killed Purchard 
or not , as he and his partner, named Coilier, 
fired five shots each. He then shook hands 
with part of the mob, bidding them good bye, 
after which he was strung to a tree. The 
mob then dispersed. The sheriff took charge 
of the body this morning, and the coroner is 
holding an inquest. Whitney was a desper- 
ado of the James stripe. He and another 
outlaw named Collier, after robbing several 
stores in Gasconade county, on May 19:h, at- 
tempted to burgiarize the store of Burchard 
and Lukes, in the little town of Bern, at 
which time they shot and killed young Bur- 
chard, son of one of the proprietors. 

Peterssure, June 5.—Twenty-four jurors 
have been summoned irom this city from 
which to select a jury for the trial of W. T. 
Dodson, at Danviile, for the murder of a ne- 
gro named James Read. It was impossible to 
geta jury at Danville. The case will be 
called jor trial to-morrow. Dodson recently 
insured his life for $5,000, forthe benefit of 
his wife and children. That they might get 
this sum, he murdered a negro, placed the 
body in the house, and set fire to the house, 
that the body might be burned and identi- 
fied as his (Dodsoun’s), but the plan failed.

A CIRCUS ON FIRE. 


The Canvass of Barnum's Cireus lu a Blaze—A Narrow 
Eseape. : 
Cuicago, June 5.—At two o’clock this morn - 
ing a fire broke out in Bapnum’s circus, con- 
suming the main «tents, dresses, and para- 
pharnaiia, The blaze canght from one of the 
lamps and the canvass was consumed like a 
flash. ‘There wasno loss of life. The animals, 
fortunately. were in a separate tent, inside 
the baseball park, and not injured. Had 
they been in the main tent, there would 
probably have been a considerable number of 
wild beas's roaming about the streets. 
The fire, when the alarm was turned in at 
2? o'clock this morning, caused by the discov- 
ery that Barnuums circus was on fire, the de- 
partment responded quickly, but before any 
engines were brought into action the destruc- 
tion of the main tent was “omplete. Several 
streams were played on the blaze, and the 
firemen gnceceeded in preventing a spread of 
the fire to the adjoining canvass, under which 
were the cages of wild beasts. The flames 
ran up the canvass to the centre poles in a 
twinkling, and a gorgeous scene was pre- 
sented on the lake front for a few mo- 
ments, Michigan Avenue, for blocks, being 
as light as day, while the ships lying at an- 
chor was clearly outlined. The tugs in the 
harbor added to the uproar by an increased 
screaming of their whistles. The canvass and 
guy ropes being destroyed, the centre polls 
were precipitated to the ground crushing the 
private boxes, and carrying the fire in among 
the reserved seats, causing their complete de- 
struction The night watchman in charge of 
the stable tents was apprised in time to ena- 
ble the hostlers to lead out all the horses 


quietly. Tbe wild animals had all 
been locked up tor the night, 
and as they could not see the flames 


were in no sense panic stricken, although the 
smell of the smoke appeared to excite some 
of them. The actual loss to property 18 esti- 
mated at from fifteen to sixteen thousand 
dollars, with no insurance, butthe interrup- 
tion of the performance will necessarily in- 
crease the loss very considerably to the show- 
men. The canvass destroyed covered six 
acres of ground and it is claimed to have 
been the larges single one in the world. The 
management have a duplicate on hand, and 
in the event of the costumes not being en- 
tirely destroyed, expect to throw the show 
open again to-day. 


THE STORMIN TBXAS. 


Crops Destreyed and Houses Biown Away—Dipping Up 
Here and There. 

GaLveston, June 5,—Specials to the News 
from Dallas says: The storm on Saturday 
night seems to have done its work of devas- 
tation in narrow strips in sections miles apart. 
At Cedar Hill, south of Dallas, the farmers 
report that the growing crops were flattened 
to the ground. Fences were blown down, 
and reapers and wagons standing in the fields 
were rolled over and over by the fury of the 
wind. Near Hutchins station the destruc- 
tion was so complete as to dishearten the 
people, some of whom came to town yester- 
day, having * given up farming 
and turned their attention to working 
as day laborers. Wheat standing in shocks 
was scattered tothe wind. Water in huge 
streams plowed up the fieldsand cut jagged 
ruts through what had been model stands of 
corn, cotton and grain. MHailstones of large 
size were banked up in the low places, and 
left traces of the havoc they wrought in the 
number of dead bodies of sheep. calves, rab- 
bits, dogs and birds, which are to be seen on 
allsides. Fifteen miles west of Dallas great 
trees were torn up and carried long distances. 
Orchards were twisted and stripped of the 
branches, and young fruit was strewnon the

THE DRAWBACK ON SUGAR. 


The Rates Fixed by the Department Until September 
Next. 


WasuHineton, June 5.—The secretary of the 
treasury bas instructed the collectors of cus- 
tums in regard to the drawback on sugar 
under the tariffact of March 3d, 1883. Fix- 
ing the following rates until September Ist, 
1883: On refined loaf, cut loaf, crushed, gran- 
ulated and powdered sugars, shore dried or 


dried by other equally effec- 
tive pr.cess, 2.82 cents per 
pound. On refined white coffee sugar 


undried, and above No. 20, Dutch sfandard in 
color, two and twenty-eight one 
hundredths, cents per pound. Ona 
all grades of refined coffee, sugar No. 20, 
Dutch standard, and below in color, one and 
eighty-four one hundredths cents 
per pound, ‘On syrup resulting entirely from 
refining, of. above enumerated imported 
materials, four cents per pound. The allow- 
ance on sugar will be subject toa deduction 
of one per centum and allowance on syrup to 
a deduction of ten per centum as prescribed 
by law. Meanwhile acommission is to be 
appointed, consisting of George Keys, sugar 
examiner at Bostun: Ira Ayer, Jr., separate 
treasury agent at New York, and one refiner 
to be selected by the trade at New York, to 
determine the proper ra'eof drawback on 
sugars and syrups under the act referred to.

ROSEBERRY WaAaNTS TO LEAVE 
THE CABINET, 


The Home Secretary Intimates That Roseberry Was 
Only in the Cabinet to Pilecate the Booteh Mem- 
bers—The Pops to ihank Englend for 
Favors—Other Foreign Notes, Eto.” 


Boston, June 5.—A cable dispatch from the 
Herald’s London bureau gives the statement 
of a correspondent, who made it his business 
to interview a “well known and infivential 
member of the inner court circle,”’ in rela- 
tion to the queen’s health. He was informed 
that severe dropsical symptoms had set in, 
and that the queen’s condition was consi€- 
ered so unsafe that her doctors all protested 
against her present journey to Scotland. The 
only thing that caused them to assent 
to her going was the fact that the inabilaty of 
her majesty to get about since the hurt of her 
leg hes minimized her out door exericse. 
This has been most sadly missed, but it 1s 
thought that the fresh air of Balmoral will, 
to a great degree, make up forit.

The melancholia has frightened the doctors 
and added to the internal morbidity of the 
system, is causing all who know to anticipate 
at no very distant date at least, the fear of 
the qneen being a confined confirmed invalid 
to her own bed. 


ROSEBERRY MIFFED. 


Harrington Gets Six Monthse—Drunken Americans tzu

It abolishes 
the obligation to give notice to the govern- 


ment of the changes in the unbene- 
ficed curacies or of appointments 
by the incumbents of the _ repre 
sentatives unless the appointees are 


to fulfil the functions of vicars. The juris- 
diction of the ecclesiastical court is abolished, 
except as regards the duty of giving notice to 
it of the appointment of teachers in semina- 
ries, and as to questions of discipline and 
clerical rights the appointment can only be 
objected to on the grounds aftecting the posi- 
tion of the incumbent asa citizen. An ap- 
peal is allowed to the minister of worship.

France, it says, fears 
that the secret and denied alliance between 
Germany, Austria and Italy isto become a 
sort of supreme tribunal, which will be able 
te force its will on all the European powers, 
dividing, as it does, allthe powerson the 
west of Europe from those on the east, and 
controlling it. all. Both armies and fleets 
would beeunder the control of Prussia’s 
leaders, and the powerful and elaborate 
machine could in either military or political 
ways do with Europe much as Prussia did 
with Germany and France in 1870, when 
France was humiliated anda kingdombecame 
a genuine empire.

The Poupers of Emanuel—An Inoressed Wool Clip—A

The trial of George M. Layfieldsin Muscogee 
court, on a charge of murder, recalls an almost for- 
gotten ease. The crime with which Layfield is 
charged Was committed in Jane, 1879, onan excur 
sion boat on the river, about three miles below the 
city, Mr. James Layfield, brother of the defendant, 
and Mr. D. A. Lawrence engaged in a tustle on the 
boat which finally ended in both becoming angry. 
George Layfield entered the boat during the pro. 
gress of the difficulty between his brother and Law- 
rence. Some ofthe witnesses swore that Lawrence 
had a pistol in one haud, and George Layfield, see- 
ing this, drew a pistol to protect his brothfr. 
Lasfieid fired and Link, who was not a party 
to the difticulty, received the fatal 
bullet, Layfield, in his statement fyesterday, said 
that Linkcameuptohim and attemp.ed to take 
the pistol from him, andin the seuffle the weapon 
was accidentally discharged. There * is 
some conflict in the testimony on this point, one or 
two witnesses testifying that they saw Layfield 
point the pistol gnd fire it, they supposed, at Law- 
renee. It was generally agreed that there was ro 
difficulty between George Layfield and Link. The 
court charged the jury that if Layfield fired his pis- 
tol at Lawrence wit the intention of killing him 
and the bail missed its mark and killed Link, the 
accused is guilty of the same offense as if he had 
killed Lawrence . 

Rome Courier: Messrs. Ed Bosworth and Randy 
Mitchell went up the Oostanaula river in a boat last 
week fishing, taking with them their wives and 
some lady friends. Whive floating down stream, 
near the Battey shoals, they discovered something 
in the water which, on first sight, they thought was 
a turtie. ‘fhe seeming turtle soon disappeared 
from view by sinking beneath the surface of. the 
water some distance from the boat. In 
a few moments it came up alongside of 
the boat in its real character—a large, 
dark colored, rough looking, water mocasin, with 
head bowed as if ready and anxious to strike the 
eccupants of the boat.

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A Thorough Investigation of the Louisiana 
Lottery by a Representative 
of the “Times.” 


How the Scheme is Operated and the Men 
Who are Connected With it. 


A Gambling Institution ,With a State 
Charter and a Government License. 


Opinion as to its Fairness and the Manner 
of its Workings. 


From the Chicago Times, May 16, 1883. 

In all the ages of the world's history, among all 
races of people, however highly civilized or the 
exactreverse, the passion for wooing the fickle 
goddess of USB has invariably manifested it 
self, Legislators and lawgivers have striven in 
vain by the enactment of the most stringent stat- 
utes to repressthe practice of gambling in some 
orother of its manifold férms, for the instinctive 
desire to attain suddefh wealth by the hazard ofa 
die, the revolution of a wheel, or the turn of a 
card is too deeply implanted in the minds of men 
to be driven out by the power of legal enactment. 
The subject isafruitful one, and might be made 
the text for a thousand homilies upoa the folly 
and weakness of mankind,as it has served to 
point a million morals in the past, But the 
Times to-day proposes to deal with only one 
branch of thisgreat morai problem, and to treat 
only of the lottery business as conducted by the 
Louisiana State Lottery Company, an instituiion 
which has its ramifications in every city of the 
United States, and is nowhere more strongly rep- 
resented than in Chicago. 

It is well known to all that the early legislators 
of the state of Illinois, in their desire to protect the 
morals of the commonwealth, enacted constitu- 
tional provisions forbjdding the authorization by 
the General Assembly of any lottery or gift enter- 
prise within the state. In accordance with these 
provisions laws have been passed, and so far as 
Illinois is concerned, the lottery business is under 
the ban. Butin other states, and notablyin the 
South. different ideas have governed, andas the 
effect of lotteries established under the sanction of 
local laws in Louisana is by no means confined to 
that state, it becomes a matter of general interest to 
.race their workings. For this reason the Times has 
made thorough and searching investigation into 
the manner in which the one great lottery of the 
country is conducted, by sending one ofits report- 
Louisiana to @¢xamine into affairs on the 
ground. ‘Phe result of his inquiries is given here- 
with, ,His instructions were to make thorough ex- 
amination into the financial and legal status of the 
Louisiana State Lottery, to examine its charter 
from the legislature, and to see whether it com 
plied with the State constitution, in which the 
validity ofsuech charter is recognized and guaran- 
teed. He wasalso to ascertain from State and city 
ofticialsin New Orleans whether the company lived 
up toits contract with the gtate in the matter of 
providing for charitable institutions, and to obtain 
the opinion of bankers and business men about the 
eoncern. Lastly, and most important of all, he was 
to witness the drawing of prizes as conducted 
monthly in New Orleans, ana to satisfy himself 
beyond a peradventure as to the honesty and fair- 
ness of thesystem. Whether a lottery be forbidden 
by law, asin lllinois, or chartered by the state, as 
in Louisiana, there can of course be but one opin- 
ion as to the fact thatifit be conducted unfairly it- 
should be expored as a swindle. 

The History of the Lottery. 

In the year 1866 the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives of the state of Louisiana adopted in legal 
form *‘An act to increase the revenues of the state, 
and to authorize the incorporation and establish- 
ment of the Louisiana State Lottery Company, and 
to repeal certain acts now in force ’’ This provided 
that no foreign lottery tickets should be sold within 
the state,and gave wcertain citizens named the 
power to organize a corporation under the follow- 
ing regulations: 

ARTICLE 1, The name and title of this corporation 
shall be the Louisiana State Lottery Company, and 
the domicile thereof shall bein the city of New Or- 
leans, State of Louisjana. 

ART. 2. ‘Lhe objects and purposes of this corpora- 
tien are: 1. The protection of the state against the 
great losses heretofore incurred by sending iarge 
amounts of money to other states and foreign coun- 
tries for the purchase of lottery tickets and de- 
vices, thereby impoverishing our oWn people. 

2. To establish a solvent and reliable home insti- 
tution for the sale of lottery, policy, and combina- 
tion tickets, cevices, and certificates, fractional 
parts thereof, at terms and prices justin proportion 
to the prizes to be drawn, aud to insure perfect 
fairness and justice in the distribution of such 
prizes 

3. To provide means to raisea fund for education- 
al and charitable purposes for the citizens of Louis- 
liana. 

Art. 3. The capita) stock of this corporation shall 
be $1,000,000, represented by ten thousand shares of 
3100 each. 

There were provisions for a Board of Directors 
composed of seven stockholders, and the corpora- 
tion Was given ail the corporate rights to sue and be 
sued, etc. The duration of its existence was fixed at 
twenty-five years. In consideration of the privil- 
eges thus granted and guaranteed, the Company on 
its part agreed to the following: 

ArT. 5, SECTIONI. The corporation shall pay to 
the state of Louisana the sum of $10,000 perannum, 
which sum shall be payable quarterly in advance 
from and after the Ist day of January, 1869, to the 
State Auditor, who shall deposit the same in the 
treasury of the State, and which sum shail be cred- 
ited to the educational fund; and said corporation 
shall be exempt from all other taxes and licenses 
ol any kind whatever, whetherfrom State, parish, 
or municipal authorities. 

Sec.2, Thecorpordtion shall furnish bonds to the 
Auditor in the sum of $59,000, as security for prompt 
and punctual payment of the sums set forth in the 
preceding section. 

The remaining provisions of the Charter regulated 
the matter of the elections of officers, and the gener- 
ai method under which the Company should work, 
and gave it fora period of twenty-five years from 
the Ist day of January, 1869, the sole and exclusive 
privilege of establishing and authorizing a lottery, 
or series of lotteries, and selling and disposing of 
Lottery tickets, policy, combination devices, and 
certificates and fractional parts thereof. 

Constitutional Guarantees. 

The Constitution of 1879 provided in article 167, 
as follows: 

ARTICLE 167. The General Assembly shall have au- 
thority to grant lottery charters or privileges, pro- 
vided each charter or privilege shall y not less 
than $40,000 per annum in money into the treasury 
of the State; and provided further that all charters 
shall cease aud expire on the Ist of January, 1895, 
from which time ali lotteries are prohibited in the 
state. 

The $40 000 per annum pow previa’ by law to be 
paid by the Louisiana State Lottery Company, ac- 
cording to the provisions of its charter granted in 
the year 1468, shall belong to the Charity Hospital of 
New Orleans, and the charter cf said company is 
recognized as a contract binding on the State for the 
period therein specified, except its monopoly clause, 
which is hereby abrogated ; and all laws contrary to 
the provisions of this article are hereby declared 
nulland void, provided said company shall file a 
written renunciation of allits monopoly features in 
the office of the secretary of State within sixty days 
after the ratification of this Consti ution. 

Of the additional sum raised by licenses on lotte- 
ries, the Hospital at Shreveport 8hall receive $10,000 
annually, and the remaining sum shall be divided 
each year among the several parishes in the State 
for the benefit of their schools. 

Thus doubly fortified by constitutional provision 
and an indefeasible Charter, the question of the le- 
ga) existence of the Louisiana State Lottery, so far 
as the State of Louisiana had the power to go, was 
proven on the start. Having satisfied himself on 
these points, the investigator proceeded to have a 
series of interviews with prominent officials aud 
business men of New Orleans, which tell their own 

Story, as follows: 
State Auditer Jumel. 

The Hon. Allen Jumel, Auditor of the State of 
Louisiana, who wes staying a few days in New Or- 
leans, was found, and submitted gracefully to the 
interviewing process. The reporter said: 

“I want to ascertaia through you, as an officer of 
the State, the facts as to the legal, moral, and finan- 
cial standing of the Louisiana State Lottery Com- 
pany.”’ 

‘Well, sir,’’ replied Mr. Jumel, ‘‘it is the greatest 
benevolent institution in the entire South. it is the 
milch cow for every charity, whether personal or 
public, in Louisiana, It is the backbone and support 
of allsanitary measures in New Orleans. It F ves 
with a free and open hand to all deserving ob)ects, 
whether church,school,or public or private charity, 
itsupports a Hospital, the largest and best in the 
Southern States, which gives shelter aud medica) or 
surgical treatment to the unfortunate, without dis- 
Unction of class, creed or nationality. As an insti- 
tution, it protects its franchise against hundreds of 
political parasites who would like to rob the Com- 
pany of ite Charter, rdless of the loss to the 
city of New Orleans which would follow, and of 
the purpose of obtaining concessions for themselves. 
The Louisiana State Lottery, as it is conducted, is 

erfectly square and honest. The officers are men 

high standing and repute, and they cannot afford 
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Lottery Company protect theirs, there would be less 
suffering and wantin the world.” 

“How about the falfilment of the Charter provis- 
ion as to placing in your hands $40,000 every year 
for charitable purpose?” , 

“They pay in advance $10,000 every quarter into 
my otlice. During my long administrauon, I have 
never found them to be one day behind with their 
payments. As tothe men who are identified with 
this great institution, their names have a national 
reputation. You can find outaboutthem byinguiry 
among our best business men. The drawings are 
conducted under the personal supervision ofGeneral 
G. T. Beauregard of thisState, and General Jubal A. 
Eariy of Virngiuia, whose names alone are an abso- 
Jute guaranty of the bona fides of the Lottery.” 

“What can you tell me about the attempt made 
sometime ago by Congressman Robertson of this 
State to induce the Posunaster-General to stop the 
delivery of meil matter to the Lottery Company?” 

“T can best answer that question by referring you 
toa paragraph which appeared ia ihe Times-Demo- 
cratof this city on July 22 last, and which you can 
publish as it stands.”’ 

The paragraph was as follows: 

The Lottery and the Malla. 
Special to the Times-Democrat. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Congressman Robertson, 
of wouisiana, has received a rep'y from the Post- 
master-General to his letter relative to the use of 
the mails by the Louisiava Lottery Company. The 
Postipaster-General, in his reply, takes the ground 
that the Lottery Company is a legalinstitution, and 
that he cannot, rn prevent the Company 
from using the m 1s, 

‘What was the reason of Congressman Robertson’s 
objection ?”’ 

“I do uetcare to go into details of the personal 
fight. I suppose ‘the cow kicked.’ ”’ 

‘*Where is Mr. Robertson now?"’ ; 

“Upat Baton Rouge. He has been elected to stay 

t hyime.”’ 

The Mayor of New Orleana. 

General W. J. Behan, Mayor of New Orleans, was 
found at the City Hall. The reporter stated that 
the Times had sent him to New Urleans for the pur- 
pose of iuvestigating the Workings of the Louisiana 
state ght | Company, and expressed the hope 
that Mayor Behan would freely furnish all the in- 
formation in his power, 

“I shaillbe very happy to do so,’’ replied the 
courteous Executive. ‘'f admire the enterprise of 
the Chicago Times in sending a representative so far 
from home for the investigation of information. 
The Lotiery Company 1s doing a great work in the 
matter of alleviating human suffering and misery 
in our city.’ 

The reporter stated that he had seen a number of 
the leading men of New Orleans, and that they all 
gave utterance to the same sentimentsin regard to 
the honesty of the drawings, and the high personal 
characier of the gentlemen connected with the 
Company. 

‘Yes,’ answered the Mayor, “it is, 1 believe, the 
only institution of the kind in the world which is 
absolutely free from any taint or suspicion of ir- 
regularity. I never bought a lottery ticketin my 
life, but being engaged in commercial pursuits 
[Mayor Behan couducisa large wholesale grocery 
pusiness|, lam personally acquainted with the hon- 
orable standing of each and every member of the 

joard of Directors of the Louisiana State Lottery 
Company. As to the» Commissioners, Generals 
Beauregard and Early, their reputations are na- 
tionale The conduct of the lottery is beyond re- 
proach.’’ 

‘‘What are the factsas to the charitable work of 
the organization’”’’ 

“The Managers -of the State Lottery Company 
never seem to tire of giving in a good cause. Their 
donations to charitabie purposes extend over the 
world. Asto their enterprise, 1 can only- say that 
it resembles that of your Chicago men. If we had 
more of their kind, New Orleans would not take a 
back seat as a manufacturing and, commercial city 
to any in thiscountry.”’ 

Bank President Kohn: 

The reporter, in his researches for news among 
the commercial and financial magnates of New Or- 
leans, met Mr. C. Kohn, President of the Union 
National Bank of that city, and propounded to him 
questions identical with those asked of the other 
gentlemen named. 

‘T shall be only too glad,’’ said Mr. Kohn, ‘‘to 
tell to the people of the North,through the medium 
of THE TIMES, the facts as to the business standing 
and personal character of the lottery officials, I am 
not interested in any way in lotteries, and am op- 
posed to them and toall forms of gambling. I be- 
lieve them te be a bad thing for any State or com- 
munity to encourage. But lam willing to forgive 
the Mauagers of the Louisiana State Lottery Com 
pany for ail the harm that lottery has ever done, if 
it hasdoneany, in considération of the good work 
it hasdone and is constantly doing for humanity. 
One haif will never be known of the true charity of 
that corporation. Their hands are always open to 
the poor and needy, and when we were visited by 
epidemics they simply overflowed in charity.’’ 

Mr. Jules OCassard, 
President of the Germania National Bank, was 
fouud at his private desk, industriously occupied 
in appending his official signature to bank uotes 
about to be issued as Currency. With muchsuavi:y 
and good humor he laid aside his work for the 
time tv make the reporter feel thoroughly at home. 

‘Il consider,’’ he said, “THE CHICAGO LIMES a 
great aud enterprising pewspaper. itis thoroughly 
kuown and its merits fully appreciated througheut 
the South. If there is any way ia which | can 
serve you in the matter of getting information, you 
can command me.,”’ 

The Times’ representative stated his business,and 
went on to show how the laws of the State of Illi 
nois dvalt with the lottery question ; how in spite of 
all those laws there wasa great eagerness among 
the people of the North, and especially the work- 
ing classes, to invest small sumsin the hopeof win- 
ning large prizes, and how they weie liable tobe 
imposed upon by concerns not operated upon a re- 
liable business basis or manipulated by corrupt or 
improper persons. For these reasons, and in order 
to fully determine the financial and legal standin 
of the Louisiana State Lottery Company, he ha 
been sent to New Orleans to make his investigations 
upon the spot and to learn how the Managers of the 
Company stood in the estimation of their fellow- 
citizeus and the business community. 

Mr. Cassard replied: ‘‘From a moral. point of 
view | do notiudorse anything that tends to the 
encouragement of gambling or games of chance. 
Butif a lottery is to exist, and it iooks as if such 
was to be in the present constitution of humanity, 
it is of course desirable to have only stich as are 
conducted honestly and fairly. Such an institu- 
tion we have gotright here in this city in the Lou- 
isiana State Lottery Company, I considera ticket 
in that Lottery as good as this piece of paper— 
picking upa$l0bill. There &re certain stipula- 
tions in regard to both which wiil be observed to 
the letter, I haye no interest in this Lottery Com- 
pany, either asa stockholder or otherwise, but I 
am personallywacquainted with all its officers, and 
I] know that their reputation as honest and consci- 
entious business men is second to none in the city 
of New Orleans. ‘Their stock cannot be purchased 
in the market, and it is the best paying investment 
paperinthiscountry. At their time of life and 
with such an institution to maintain, the officers 
of this Compauy cannot afford to do anything to 
throwacioud upon their names. I know there 
are plenty of men who would be very glad to tind 
out some crooked work in the operation of this lot- 
tery 8o that they might come to the front and ob- 
tain a charterfor tcemselves. You can rely upon 
it thatifali was not square tothe last cent the fuct 
would be published far aud wide. As to the Chari- 
ty gg. gare which is supported by the Louisiana 
State Lottery Company, itis a noble institution, 
the doors of which are thrown open to the sick and 
‘suffering from all parts of the world. The charity 
of the Company kuows no bounds of creed or race, 
and extends wherever want and misery are found, 
] receive a great many letters of inghiry about the 
lottery. Here isa letter calling for fivetickets I 
auswer all these inquiries as I have auswered you, 
and tell them that the lottery is conducted by hon- 
estmen. We receive tickets for collection from all 
parts of the country, and they are invariably 
promptly bonored,’’ 


Mr. J. H. @glesby, 


President of the Louisiana’ National Bank, is & very 
conservative business man, and like financiers gen- 
erally, has little sympathy with anything which 
partakes of the nature of a gambling transaction. 
in reply to the questions of the reporter, he said: 

“I do not wish to be interviewed on a matter I 
know nothingabout. As to lotteries, I never had 
a ticket in my life, never expect to have one, and 
in my opinion any man who purchases a lottery 
ticket and expects to getrich inthat way is very 
foolish.”’ 

.“It is notin regard to the ethics of lotteries, Mr. 
Oglesby, thatI desire information, but as to your 
knowledge of the men who areat the head of the 
Louisiana state Lottery. Of course you know General 
Beatiregara and General Early, the Commissioners, 
and the Directors of the Company. What can you 
tell -_" about their standing in the business com- 
munity?’

Then, too, those 
people are extremely liberal, and not only meet 
the requirements of the law by contributing $10,000 
every year to the support of the Charity hospital, 
but alwa)s contribute liberally to every deserving 
charity.’’ 

Mr. P. O. Fazande & Seixas, well known bankers 
and brokers, corroborated in all particulars the 
statements made by other leading bankers and com. 
mercial men in regard to to the business integrity 
and stability of the managers of the lottery. 

Colonel KR. E. Rivers, 
the proprietor of the St. Charles hotel, New Orleans, 
isa gentleman of high standing and wide personal 
acquaintance in that city. Seated in his privite of- 
fice in the hotel, he talked freely in regard to the 
object ef the reportorial investigation 

“You ought to be able to teil me something in re- 
gard to the Louisana State Lottery, Coelonel,’”’ said 
the querist. 

“Yes, sir, { know all aboutit, although,’much to 
my regret, | have no interest in the institution.”’ 

‘The officers are quite politicians, are they not?”’ 

“They are compelled to be in order to protect the 
valuable franchise of the company from the vam- 
pires who want its blood.”’ 

‘‘Whatare the facts about the honesty of purpose 
of the company aud its charitable work ’”’’ 

“There has been more than one church built 
from their contributions in addition to the $10,000a 

ear which by the terms of their charter they are 
egally required to give to the Charity hospital. 
They donate besides this $75,000 every year to char- 
itable purposes. The reputationsof tne meh who 
own aud con.rol the company are beyond question, 
There is a fortune for any man who can detect and 
prove the slightest irregularity or crookedness in 
the lottery drawing. But nobody has ever succeed- 
ed in doing so, for the operations of the compary 
are carried on in accordance with a strict system of 
safeguards and checks, and the names of the men 
connected with it are euough to satisfy anybody 
that everything is entirely square. Nobody here has 
the slightest doubt on that subject.’’ 

W. A. Baldwin, president of the New Orleans 
National bank, whois personally acquainted with 
all the gentlemen connected with tue Louisiana 
Lottery company, cheerfully bore testimony to their 
high standingin the business community, and to 
the fairness and liberality with which the lottery 
is carried on. With regard to the actual workings 
of the lottery and the manner in which the draw- 
ings are conducted, the reporter, however, propos- 
ed to conduct hisown investigations, He nad as- 
certained from a score of leading officials and 
bankers and businesamen what the standing and 
reputation of the managers of the concern were, 
and y decermined to press his inquiries on 
the subject of tne lottery itself and the manner 
in whichitisrun. Fortunately for his purpose, 
there whs to be a drawiug within afew days, and 
this he proposed to witnessin all its details. So 
far he had not met any of the gentlemen cunnected 
with the lottery in any capacity, but had pushed 
his investigafions independently. Butin order to 
obtain further details as tothe drawings he called 
on General Jubal A. Early, who, with General 
Beauregard, acts as commissioner to superintend 
that process, That distinguished soldier resides in 
Lynchburg, Va., but visits New Orleans on the oc- 
casion of each monthly drawing. He is still bright 
and cheerful, and bears his years well. Over every 
thing connected with the drawing the twocom- 
missioners exercise the most watchful care. They 
take entire control of the wheels from which the 
tickets and the corresponding prize numbers are 
drawn, and the managers of the lottery have no 
more to do with this than any other outsider. In 
this way perfect safeguards against any possible 
co.lusion are provided. 

Gencral G. T. beauregard 

needs no introduction to the reader. His distin- 
guished military career is recorded in the pages of 
history, and his name, with that of General Karly, 
isa guarantee of good iaithand honesty. His te.- 
timony as to the absolute fairness of the lottery 
may be well condensed in the fullowing language 
employed by him: 

‘‘I state that, at the request of the Louisiana Lot- 
tery company, I have superintended two of its most 
important drawiugs in copjunction with General 
Early. Itis within my positive knowledge that 
said drawings were conducted in the fairest man- 
ner possible; and before uudertaking the charge I 
made investigation as to the mannerin which said 
company conducted its operations. I became thor- 
oughly convinced that ali its affairs and drawings 
are honestly and fairlyconducted. Itisa legal in- 
stitution, incorporated by the State in 1268, aud has 
been in regular operation ever since. Its financial 
standing is firstrate, as it has always paid all prizes 
drawn, and I never heard of any one having busi- 
ness with it complaining of unfairness or bad faith 
of any description.”’ 

Since the time named the drawings have invaria- 
biy been supervised by the two gentiemen, and 
long experience of the workings of the lottery ena- 
bles them now to repeat more emphatically than 
ever their indorsemeut of the perfect honesty with 
which the drawings are Carried on. 

The Charity lleospital. 

Having heard somuch during his visit to New 
Orieadain regard to the Charity Hospital of Lou- 
isiana, the reporter visited that institution, and 
through the courtesy of Dr. D. Jamison, the effi 
cient assistant house surgeon, was given au oppor 
Sree of making a thorough examination of all its 
details. The Charity bospital was founded ja 1786 
by Don Andres Almonaster y Roxas, a Spanish 
plauter. The present building was erected in 
1832, and during the last vear it relieved 6,419 
patients, of whom 664 remained in the hespital De- 
cember 31, 1882. It :eceived $40,000 from the Louis- 
iana state Lotiery Company, and about $75,000 from 
rents and donations during last year, and is out of 
debt. In every respect the conduct of tnis voble 
charity appears to be of the most desirabie charac. 
ter. It doors are thrown open to white and black 
alike, as no applicant for admission is ever refused 
the necessary treatment and care. Io the matter of 
cleanliness and attention-to every detail of hospital 
work, the Charity Hospital might well be takeu as 
a model by many more pretentious institutions. 

The Lottery Iteelf. 


Thus having obtained the views of many of Rew 
Orleans most prominent citizens in regard to the 
honest management of the lottery and the fulfill- 
ment by the Company of its charter engagements, 
THE TIMES Man proceeded to investigate for him- 
seif the lottery. Accordingly he visited for the first 
time the office of the Company, and stated his bus- 
iness to Mr. M. A. Dauphin, who for several years 
has acted as President of the Lottery Company, 
Tha’ gentleman expressed himself as being perfect- 
ly willing to furnish ail the information in his pow- 
er, andcertainly afforded every opportunity for a 
complete investigation of the manner in which the 
Lottery is carried on. 

The building occupied by the Louisiana State 
Lottery Company isa p+ and elegant three-story 
structure, conveniently located on the corner of 
Union and St. Charles streets. Toe building aud 
court occupy almost one-quarter ofa block. The 
first two stories are built of Vermont marble, and 
the remainder of white crete. The court extends 
half way through the centre of the property, and is 
protected by a high iron fence. Within the enclos- 
ure thus farmed urea large fountain and a wealth 
of tropical plants. The main office of the Company 
is an immense, lofty room, re rhea the first two 
stories of the building. Off this large room are ele- 
gantly furnished private parlors and correspond- 
ence rooms. The third floor is used for the public 
lottery drawing, and is fitted up in good style, with 
every conveuience for the accommodation of those 
desirous of witnessing the monthly drawings. In 
every respect the appointments of the buildiug and 
offices are complete. Over thirty gentlemen are 
constantly employed in attending to the corres- 
pondence, 

M. A. Dauphin. 

Some reference should properly be made in bis 
connection to theaffable gentleman who so effi- 
ciently presides over the destinies of the Louisiana 
State Lo tery Company. Mr. M. A. Dauphin has 
been connected with that institution since its incep- 
tion, and when it began active operations in Janu- 
ary, 1869, he occupied a confidential position in the 
oftice. Inthe Spring of 1870 the cashier of the 
Company resigned on account of ill-hea'th, and 
Mr. Dauphin took the cashier’sdesk and the gen- 
eral direction of the office. In 1877 Mr. Dauphin 
being a stockholder and a member of the board of 
directors, was unauimously elected president for 
two years. He was re-elected in 1879, 1881, and in 
January of this year, and is now filling his fourth 
term at the head ot the Company 

Drawing the Prizes 


At 11 o’clock on the morning of Tuesday, May 8, 
a pagelas monthly drawing of prizes was had in 
the Company’s building, under the supervision ef 
Generals Beauregerd and Early. The reporter wit 
nessed this from first to last, the entire process occu- 
pyinug about three hours. The manner in which 
the drawing is conducted is ut once simple and cal 
culated to insure absolute fairness, 

The Pian of the Lottery e 
drawing is as follows: 

The numbers from ‘ to 100,000. corresponding 
with those numbers on the tickets, printed on “e 
arate slips of paper, are encircled with smali tin 
tubes and placed in one wheel.

hese numbers over twice a year, and vouch 
every number from 1 to 100,600 is depostied te tee 
big wheel. It takes five days to complete this count, 
and the managers offered to go through the entire 
process immedtately after the drawinz, so that the 
public might be thoroughly convined that the 100,- 
000 numbers were in the large wheel, But this 
would require at least ten days’ labor, with four 
assistants, and my proposition to weigh the tickets 
and the tubes, so as to arrive at some accurate esti- 
mate, was willingly accepted by the managers, 
i AS soon as the drawing was Completed yesterday 

accordingly obtained full control of the wheel. 
Mr. Giffeu and Mr. Pilie, the two commissioners, 
accompanied me to the room this morning. The 
wheel was then opened and a woolen cloth s read 
upon an adjoining table. I then took several haud- 
fuls of the nuanbers securely encased in their gutta 
percha tubes aud deposited them in the center of 
this tabie. From this heap I counted 100 at a time 
which were verified by Mr. Giften until I had ob- 
tained 1,000. The remainder were returned to the 
wheel. I then oy these 1,000 numbers in a car- 
ton box which 1 had previous] weighed empty. 
The box and numbers turne the scales at at, 
ounces, Deducting 544 ounces forthe weight of 
the box, and the net weight of the 1,000 numbers 
and tubes was 43 ounces. As 830 numbers had 
already been drawn from the whe: 1 
rey, 1 counted out 170 numbers frum the 1 000 
neap aud fouud the net weight of the remainder 
(830) to be 35% ounces. Five large, white canvas 
bags were then procured at my request, as wellasa 
pair ot Forsyth’s scales, which is the recognized 
standard in thiscity. Each bag weighed empty 7% 
ounces. I calculated to be able to place 20,000 num- 
bers, incased in their tubes, in each bag. The 
weight of the 20,000 numbers, according to the 
weight of the first 1,000 drawn out of the wheel 
should be 20 times 43, or 860 ounces, which with the 
bag (7% Ounces), gave a gross weight of 867 V4 ownces, 
or 54 pounds 34 ounces, I placed the reguiators on 
the scale at that figure, and had the first bag filled 
until it turned the scale at 54 pounds 3% ounces, 
I then knew it sonteinek 20,000 muumbers 
rhe same process was followed until I 
had filled 4 bags containing 80,000 numbers. The 
last 20,000 would necessarily be 830 short, or 35% 
ounces, as by the previous weight I had tak- 
en. Deducting 354% ounces, or 2 pounds 344 ounces, 
from 54 pounds 3% ounces I should have the net 
weight uf 19,170 numbers which remained in the 
wheel, 52 pounds, I placed the rezulators at that 
figure, 52 pounds, and waited with curiosity for the 
last bag to be tilled. When Mr Pilie dropped the 
last tube in, there wasa slight motion of the regu- 
latii g beam, and the scales were poised exactly at 
02 pounds. There was not the slignest variation of 
a fraction of an ounce, so that I must say I was more 
convinced that there were 99,170 numbers-in the 
large wheel when I began to make the investigation 
than if I had counted them one by one. With the 
330 positive prizes drawn yesterday this would make 
a total of 100,0v0 numbers in the wheel when it was 
turned at 18 o'clock for the grand monthly distribu- 
tion last Tuesduy morning.”’ 

Summing It Up 

Such testimony as this, with ine added weight of 
the deciarations made by New Orleans business 
men in regard to the financial standing and high 
character of the. Directors and Officers of tne Cuin- 
pany, Carry conviction with them. The reporter 
can only add that from all the observations which 
he made, and after the most thorough investigation 
conducted independently aud for the purpose of 
getting to the very bottom of the whole bnsiness of 
lottery drawing as conducted by the Louisiana 
State Lottery Company, he cou!d arrive at no other 
conclusion than that the lottery is conduéted on 
principles of absolute fairness,

MAJOR WALLACEAND THECOMMISSION, 

Tue ConstTitcTion is glad to learn that Ma- 
jor Campbell Wallace has been prevailed 
upon to reconsider his dete riuination to re- 


sign his position as a memher ef the Georgia 
railroad commission, announcement of which 
was made in these columns some time ago. 
That announcement calle 
of regret in all parts of the state, expressions 
of such a character as to show that tue resig 
nation of Major Wallace at this time would 
be regarded as a public calamity by thought- 
ful men who are interested in the maintain- 
ance of the important principles upon which 
the railroad commission is based. 

These principles are important not only to 


d forth expressions 


Georgia, buttothe whole country, and in 
every state oi the union are watching the 


progress of the experiment which was inaug- 


urated when the Georgia railroad com- 
mission was established. The right 


of a state to contro] the railroad corporations 
to the extent of preventing unjust discrimin- 
ation>-against citizens is no longer denied, 
save by those whose opinions are of little val- 
ue. Itisaright that has been emphasized 
and insisted upon in courts of every grade, 
from the highest to the lowest. But the 
right of controlling the railroads is one thing, 
and the method of enforcing that right, quite 
another. How shall the right to regulate be 
enforced so as to secure justice to the rail- 
roads as well as justice to the people—so 
as to bring the relations between the public 
andthe corporations into perfect harmony? 

This was the problem placed in the hands 
of the railroad commission by the legislature. 
Itwould perhaps be too much to say thata 
solution has been reached; tbat 4s a matter 
in which time is an important element, and 
not time alone. In human progress there is, 
first, suggestion, then discussion, experiment, 
compromise, precedent, accretion, establish- 
ment, If the 
has not solved the problems of adjustment 
amd readjustment set before it, it has at least 
gone beyond the experimental stage. It has 
demonstrated beyond question or cavil, that 
itis moving in the right direction. The in- 
terests of the people have been protected, but 
not at the expense of the real interests of the 
railroads, as the condition and earnings of the 
lines show, and this statement, in the face of 
predictions and assertions made by interested 
persons, means a great deal. In spite of tre- 
mendous opposition, in spite of the obstacles 
thrown in its way, the commission has gone 
forward with its difficult work with a success 
that under all the circumstances may well be 
called extraordinary. 

That this success has been largely due to 
the skill and experience of Major Campbell 
Wallace—to his practical knowledge of all the 
details of railroad management—is well- 
known, and the announcement that he had 
determined to retire was received with regret 
by the pubiic at large. It would be difficult 
to supply his place. He has made his mark 
on the history of the'state, but the people still 
need his services. Integrity, prudence, firm- 
ness, a large knowledge of affairs, a common 
gense that is more important to the world 
than genius, a capacity for grasping and dis- 
posing of the largest questions, and an un 
affected desire to promote the public good— 
these are qualities rarely found combined in 
one individual, and when they are so com- 
bined, the people cannot afford to be deprived 
of their results. 

It is for this reason (hat the people of Geor- 
gia will be glad to know that Major Wallace 
has determined to remain a member of the 
railroad commission. The vacancy which his 
retirement would create could be filled, but 
his place could not be supplied. 

MR. HENDRICKS AND THE OLD TICKET. 

Mr. Hendricks, of Indiana, who was elected 
vice-president on the ticket with Mr. Tilden 
in 1876, has at last opened his eyes to the

THE OUTSIDE DEMAND FOR ATLANTA 

REAL ESTATE. 

We print this morning an effectual answer 
to the charge that there is no legitimate de- 
mand for Atlanta real estate, but that the 
large sales reported daily represent mere jug- 
glery between local tricksters. 


? 


The figures of the real estate agents quoted 
elsewhere—and we quote the figures of two- 
thirds of the dealers—show that there has 
been a steady, spontaneous, and increasing 
inflow of ioreign capital seeking investment 
in Atlanta real estate. The figures show that 
not less than three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars—and likely quite a million deilars— 
of outside capital has entered our gates and 
become invested in dirt and brick and mortar. 
This money has come from all parts of the 
country, showing that the tame of our city 
has extended far and wide. Better than this, 
the bulk of the outside capital has come from 
the people of Georgia, who live outside of At- 
lanta, but who know the city, have opportu- 
nities of comparing it with other cities, and 
thus invest knowingly and by the testimony 
of their own eves. There are very few viil- 
lages, probably not a single town in the state, 
that does not own through some of its people 
‘nore or less real estate in their capital city. 

Best of all, however, for every dollar that 
is invested here by outsiders, whether from a 
distance or from our state, Atlanta’s own cit- 
izens have invested twice as much. This 
shows the faith we have in our goodly city. 
Whenever an outsider gets ready to sell—un- 
less hehas bought unwisely, as men may do 
anywhere—he will find an Atlanta man ready 
to take his trade off his hands at a profit. We 
have gone to some trouble to prove that about 
one-third of the immense volume of real estate 
sales for the year has been carried by foreign 
money. itis much more to the credit of the 
town that two-thirds of it has been carried by 
our own people, and that instead of standing 
off and letting the foreigners buy the ground 
from under them, they have contested every 
sale, and bought off two-thirds of the prop- 
ty offered. | 

We do not care to see the price of our real 
estate advanced. We do not pretend to say 
that it will not have its temporary depres- 
sions. There are tluctuations in every city— 
and especially every growing city. We do 
not deny that in the special excitement, the 
rapid changes and the inflow of money, there 
have been occasional false sales and unwise 
investments. Every boom brings some scum 
to the surface, and where unwise investors 
rush in there are always unwise investments 
awaiting them. But we do claim that the 
present activity in Atlanta reul estate is iegit- 


imate—that the city has kept pace with 
prices—that its most reasonable future is 
not discounted by buyers—and that 


ninety-five men of every hundred who have 
bought real estate here in the past three years 
can sell to-day at a handsome profit. A grat- 
ifying feature of the present era of invest- 
ment—or speculation, if that word is pre- 
ferred—is that most of the buyers pay spot 
cash for what they take, and will not be em- 
barrassed by the falling due of second and 
third installments. It is speculation on mar- 
ging that is dangerous. When the article is 
bought outright and paid for in full, there 
reed be little fear of panic.

She shows herself to be a greatly misjudged wo- 
man, and her statement tallies with the view of the 
case taken by the people of Harrodsburg at the 
time. Mrs. Thompson protests herinnocence, and 
defends Walter Davis, andin the light which she 
throws upon the occurrences at the hg@el in Cin- 
cinnati he appears as the protector of his friend’s 
wife, and the course he pursued was manly and 
upright. Faith in her has not been affected in the 
least since the trial, and from the first she has com- 
manded the sympathy of» every wo- 
man in the town. In recognition 
of this loyalty and friendship, and in 
vindication of herown fairname Mrs. Thompson 
has given her own statement to the public, and in 
a manner to carry conviction withit. Against her 
husband she would say nothing unkind, and to- 
ward Jessie Buckner, who made the chargesagainst 
Davis and herself, she showed no unreasonable re- 
sentment. From the statement made by Mrs. 
Thompson it isevident that she had taken too mucna 
wine, and on her unexpected return to the hotel 
from the theater about aine o’clock she was taken 
by Davis to the room occupied by Miss Bucknerand 
herself. They tried the doorand could not get a 
reply, although they knew some 
one was in it. He ihen suggested that 
she should go to his room until she could get 
into Miss Buckner’sroom. They sat before the fire 
chatting astwo old friends who had beenin the 
habit of meeting every day for years would be like 
ly todo, and thought nothing of the occurrence 
until Miss Buckuer’s scandalous charges were made 
against them. Davis did what wasrightand proper 
under the circumstances. He could not take his 
friend’s wife intothe public parlor under the infiu- 
ence of liquor, neither could he leave her in the hall 
unable to enter herroom, Miss Buckner knew of her 
condition when she started, and, though she was 
expected to go with Davis and Mrs, Thompson,and 
a ticket had been provided for her, she refused and 
remained at the hotel alone, Mrs. Thompson 
recalls the significant remark that she made 
at the time to the effect that she wasa sound 
sleeper and it might be hard to wake her when they 
returned, It was so difficult a matter that Mrs. 
Thompson did not get in untilasecond attempt, 
made an hourafter the first one. Peoplein Har- 
rodsburg, where Miss Buchner is as well known as 
either Mrs. thompson or Mrs. Davis before and 
during the trial, openly charged her with having 
wilfully and with malice aforethought brought 
about the very circumstances that she reported to Mr 
Thompson as due to Mr. Davis’ treachery and im- 
morality. She lost no.time in writing to him and 
upon her statement, and wi.hout learning from 
either Davis or his wife its truth or falsity, Thomp- 
son shot and killed Davis on sight. 

Davis dead and Mrs. Thompson debarred from 
speaking in her own defense, the case was tried 
and Thompson was acquitted. Public opinion was 
not cn his side, however, as the custom of killing a 
man and then trying him is not in such favor 
among southerners as formerly, and the calm and 
uuprejudiced statement of Mrs. Thompson carries 
more weight to-day than did the verdict of acquit- 
tal, It willnotundo the wrong that has been 
done, it will not bring back the dead to life or 
reunite broken ties, but the unjustifiable 
murder of Davis by Congressman . Thomp- 
son on the ground named will do more 
than any one thisg could to make unpopular 
amd detestubie this savage and selfish mode of re- 
venge. The fact that steps are being taken by Mrs. 
Davis to sue Thompson for damages is evidence of 
this improved state of feeling; and if on that trial, 
it is proved, as itis believed it will be, that Davis 
was aninnocentman, who died to protect the

The administration has its eye on Ohio, and is 
just atriflenervous. There is the fearthat afterall 
Senator Sherman may be nominated by the repub- 
licans to make the gubernatorial canvass, and the 
president and his crafty lieutenant, William FE, 
Chandler, have political sagacity enough to know 
that ifsuch nomination is made, and success is the 
result, the administration will have but little 
chance to control the next presidential nomi- 
nation,for the reason that Ohio will control it with- 
outinterference or dictation from any quarter. 
Just now, in advance of the president having time 
to map outany plan jiooking to his own succession | 
or being the Warwick of the successor, it is natura 
he should be somewhat restive because Ohig threat- 
ens to fight the presidential battle one year and 
more ahead of the time for holding the convention, 
Should the republicans nominate Sherman he 
could notin any decency decline to lead them. All 
his nonors politically have been given him by the 
state, and he is not the man to skulk. To accept 
the nomination would, of course, require courage, 
because the drift of the tide in the state is against 
republicena success. But, then, think Of the glory of 
a successful battle! It would find sherman in the 
lead in the presidential canvass, or in case of defeat 


the democratic victor, should he be made 
of timber good enough to be con- 
sidered a presidential candidate. It is as- 
sumed here, if. the republicans nominate 


Sherman, that the democrats will match him with 
Thurman. This would subordinate all the state 
and local issues to national issues. Indeed, it 
would be looked upon as a national canvass. 
Should Sherman defeat such a Roman as Thurman 
there would be but little cavil at the national re- 
publican convention as to who should be the nom- 
inee. Should Thurman defeat Sherman, then the 
old red bandana would be called to the fore to lead 
the mighty hosts of democracy through a success- 
ful national canvass. 

The republicans of Ohio have seldom had such an 
opportunity as they will have on Tuesday next 
to tell all the political schemers, from President 
Arthur down, that they propose to set up for them- 
selves. The democrats do not have the opportunity 
because their convention is held subsequent to 
their politjcal adversaries’; and of course ifthe re- 
publicans draft mediocre talent to run the canvass 
the democrats will not feel bound to bring out their 
Ajax. Those who have only a sordid ambition to 
serve, and seek to pluck the senatorial goose, want 
a quiet statecanvass. They feara conflicton which 
would hang national possibilities, because they 
might lose in such a_ race their individual- 
ity, and not be ina position to claim the spoils. 
The senatorship would be lost sight of, and the 
candidates, if like Sherman and Thurman, would 
run on their own prowess, and not be dependent 
upou a state executive committee.- This would 
relegate to the rear a lot of machine politicians in 
Chio, and it is these self-sarne machine politicians 
who dread the nomination of Sherman, and will do 
all in their power to defeat it—not openly, for they 
dare not. but covertly, designedly, and with omi- 
nous shakes of the head. 

In the peculiar position Sherman is placed, being 
the chairman of a delegation to the convention, it 
is not expected that he will do aught to tring about 
his own. nomination. Probably he would rather 
not be the canddidate. Still, heis willing to abide 
the fates; andif he is nominated he will, beyond 
doubt, accept, and in a speech which will of itself 
be a Shibboleth for his campaign. A campaign with 
Sherman and Thurman pitted one against the other 
would be the pivot of interest from the Atlantic tu 
the Pacific. It would make Ohie a memorable 
political battle ground, such asithas not been in 
three decades. It would place the state in a posi- 
tion to demand attention, not toaccept favors. In- 
deed, it would uhdoubtedly determine that an 
Ohio man is to be the next president of the United 
States, nomatter which political party secured the 
majority of the electoral college. It is seldoma 
state has such a goldenchance.

The public sales of real estate in Atlanta 
yesterday amounted to more than fifty thous- 
and dollars and nearly one-fourth, if not fully 
that fraction was the money of non-residents. 
(ne peculiar feature of the day’s sales was 
the almost total absence of speculators and 
the investments were for the purpose of im- 
proving. 

ltay before yesterday Mr. T. A. Frierson be- 
gan the sale of two hundred and thirty-seven 
lots situated on Marietta street near the old 
Exposition botel. These lots are each twenty- 
five by one hundred feet and are just one-half 
mile outside the corporate line. The task 
of selling two hundred and _ thirty-seven 
lots in one afternoon is no small job and as a 
natural result sir. Frierson found it impossi- 
ble to complete the sale in one day. Yester- 
dav morning a wagon loaded with banners 
announcing the contemplated completion of 
the sale in the afternoon made the circuit of 
the streets. The wagon carried the Musical 
Union band and by the music attracted a 
great deal of attention, drawing a large crowd 
to the sale. When the sale began there were 
one bundred and thirty-seven lots to be dis- 
posed of but the apparent desirability of the 
ground infused a spirit of rapid bidding into 
the crowd and by dark the sale was completed.

Reviewed by the Goversor—A Gala Day et the Old 
MePherapu Barracks—Tne Colored Soldiers 
_ Prove Themselves to be Skilled in the 
Manuai—T'o Macon on an Excursion, 


The meeting of National Guards union, 
which was to have taken place at the city hall 
at six o’clock yesterday morning, was aban- 
doned on account of not being able to secure 
the use of the hall at that hour. However, 
the managing officers secured the use of an- 


was done except the announcement of the 
day’s programme. At ten o'clock, ac- 
cording to orders, the military 
formed a line of march, and, headed by Lou 


Hull's brass band, proceeded to the capitol, 
where they were reviewed by Governor Mc- 
Daniel and his staff. Noaddresses were made, 
but everything passed off quietly and satisfac- 
tory. Immediatelyafter the review the troops 
proceeded to the old barracks, at Jamestown, 
for the purpose of contesting in the prize drill 
for the various prizes. When the the com- 
panies reached the drill grounds hundreds 
of spectators had gathered, and were 
anxiously awaiting the drill. Twelve o’clock 
was the hour agreed upon to commence the 
contest, bat for various reasons it did not be- 
gin until half past two. By that time at 
least four thousand people, ail colors, classes 
and sizes, had assembled, The judges, Lien- 
tenant W. C. Sparks, Lieutenant. £, 
W. Hewit, and M. B. Spencer culled 
time The first company to drill was the 
Rome Star Guards, of Rome, commanded by 
Captain T. B. Higganbotham. As the com- 
pany, twenty men strong, entered thie 
grounds they were greeted with cheers, and 
it was thought from the manner in which 
the field novements and drilling was execut- 


ed, their chances tor thee prizes 
were very good. The time _ al- 
lowed each company to drill 


was twenty-five minutes, and for this space 
of time the Star Guards did good+work, ma 
king but few mistakes, all of which were of 
minor importance. As this company march- 
ed off the Fulton Guards, of Atianta, nnder 
the command of -Captain Andrew H. Hill, 
came upon the scene, marching double quick 
time. This company presented an unusually 
fine appearance, the men all beingof good 
size, with dark blue uniforms trimmed with 
yellow, and helmet caps. From the time 
they appeared upon the ground until they 
had finished their drill, they were continual- 
ly applauded for their excellent movements. 
Their field moyements were very nearly per- 
fect, whilethe drilling was equally good. 
They marched off the grounds amid loud 
cheers from all parts of the vast crowd. Just 
here much excitement was evinced, and bets 
of two to one and four to one were made in 
favor of this company, quite’a large'sum being 
staked. Captain John R. Davis, commanding 
the Columbus Volunteers, marched his com- 
pany upon the grounds and announced his 
readiness to proceed with the drill. This 
company, asthe preceding ones, acquitted 
themselves handsomely, going through the 
contest without any serious blunders. Just 
as their time was about out, Captain Davis, 
who had become overheated, fainted, but the 
lieutenants attending took the company in 
charge and finished the contest without any 
damage to the company’s drill. 

Following this company came the Gover- 
nor’s Volunteers. of Atlanta, commanded by 
Captain Jackson McHenry. As a body the 
company looked well and attracted universal 
attention. Their drilling, apparently, was as 
well executed as that of the other companies, 
and to eutsiders their chances for the first 
prize were equally as good as those of the pre- 
ceding companies. When the judges cailed 
time the company marched aif and were 
heartily cheered as they did so. Captain 
Moses H. Bently then marched his company, 
the Georgia Cadets, upon the field. Captain 
Bently takes much pride in his company, and 
notwithstanding the contest was made 
under serious disadvantages, they 
last contesting company to come upon the 
scene was the Atlanta Light Infantry, com- 
manded by Captain James Simonton. Atthe 
start this company moved off nicely, and 
were beginning to make a most favorable in- 
pression, when the commanding officer gavea 
command which the company did not un- 
derstand, the result being that they became 
much confused and badiy mixed up, and 
some seconds had elapsed before they were 
gotten in proper shape again, at which time 
Private Calhoun became very sick and was 
forced to drop out of ranks. This, with the 
serious blunder which had just occurred, con- 
fused the -company ana _ scored heavily 
against their efforts. The drill was contin- 
ued however, until their time had expired, 
during which they made many good move- 
ments. Following the contest company drill, 
was the competitive drill for a handsome 
gold badge, valued at $25, to be awarded to 
the best drilled member of any company rep- 
resented, each company being allowed to en- 
ter five men. While arrangements for this 


drill were being made,a heated discussion 
arose among friends of «the various compa- 
nies astowhich had wonthe grand prize 
and. in many instances’ considerable 
amounts were wagered. Finally the 
men were arrangéd and thecontest began, 
Colonel W. H. Burzey, of St. Louis, in com- 
mand. -After executing a few movements, 


the squad was brought to ‘‘parade dress’’ and 
several were thrown out by the judges. This 
was repeated a number of times until the 
contest narrowed down to two men, they be- 
ing Private Newton Carter, of the Georgia 
Cadets, and Sergeant Edward Goulding, of 
the Governor’s Volunteers. These two stood 
for quite along time, executing every com- 
mand with accuracy, and it was not until the 
judges decided to rule them out on fine 
points that any error was detected, when Pri- 
vate Carter made a slight mistake and was 
ruled out, leaving Seargeant Goulding 
victorious. Nosooner than the result was 
announced the membersof the Governor's 
Volunteers, of which Goulding was a mem- 
ber, seized him and bore him triumphantly 
about the grounds. His success was an agree- 
able surprise to his friends, and his company, 
as well as himself, received three cheers for 
the victory scored, This ended all contest 
drilling and tlre judges retired to make up 
their decision. During their absence a grand 
dress parade was arranged, the entire list of 
companies forming a battalion, the command- 
ing officers being Colonel James A. Williams, 
of the First regiment of South Carolina, act- 
ing colonel; Captain 8. \W. McKinley, of the 
Douglass Light Infantry, Charleston, 8. C., 
acting adjutant, and Corporal G. W. Boghen, 
of the Atticks Guards, of St. Louis, acting 
sergeant major. 

Immediately after the forming of the bat- 
talion and necessary movements on the part 
of Adjutant McKinly, Colonel Williams 
commanded the battalion and the manual of 
arms were gone through with. The judges 
rendered their decision, which was placed in. 
the hands of Adjutant McKinly, who, on se- 
curing the attention of the battalion, an- 
nounzed the following scores: Fulton 
(;uards,92; Columbus Volunteers, 9); Govern- 
or’s Volunteers, 8%; Georgia Cadets, 88; Rome 
Star Guards, 86;] Atlanta Light Infantry, 67. 
These scores were make” out of a possible 


hundred, The result, when announced, 
caused a deafening round of cheers, 
which were continned for sey- 
eral minutes. The battalion then 


gave a dress parade, after which they marched 
to town and repaired to their respective head- 
quarters. The contest, for both individual 
and compan — was close, and it was 
with great diff ome that the judges decided 
which company the most deserving. Col- 
lectively all acquitted themselves handsome- 
ly, and it was the general verdict that the 
dritting of yesterday wasthe best ever done 
in the state by colored people.
